Supervisor Kenneth Hahn an 
nounced this week that the 
Board of Supervisors has con- 
tracted with six private, hospi­ 
tals in iiis district, to provide 
emergency medical care to resi­ 
dents of county unincorporated 
territory and cities, except for 
the cities of Los Angeles and

Under Supervisor Halm's ad­ 
ministration, the facilities for 
emergency medical care have 
been greatly expanded so that 
immediate assistance is avail­ 
able to persons Injured in traf­ 
fic and other accident- MHI 
emergencies.

If the persons receiving the 
emergency care cannot, pay, the 
County reimburse. i ^ hospi­ 
tals.

"I am sure tbat parents will

appreciate knowing that emer­ 
gency medical care is close at 
hand for their children should 
an accident pccur," Supervisor 
Hahn stated.

Is not necessary for residents of 
the second district to travel long 
distances seeking f>rm«-<.»<.m>v 
help.
